‘*T asked the Eniperor if it was not true that 
Count Moitke, wher once asked for his opinion 
upon our civil war, replied, contemptuously 
that he took no interest in the movement of 
armed mobs. ‘That,’ answered the Emperor 
in emphatic tones, ‘is most assuredly not 
true. This is a subject upon which I 
have had many talks with him, aod I know 
very well what he thinks about American sol- 
diers and Amerigan officers. Iam sure such a 
silly speech as that never passed his lips.’ 

‘'This,’’ continued Mr. Bigelow, ‘*was most 
gratifying news, tor it nailed a lie that 
has been repeated interminably against 
the grand old strategist who has just retired 
from the more active work of his profession.'’ 

‘*Did4he Emperor note any special features 
of the work of our soldiers during the clyil

ADMIRATION OF AMERICAN BRAVERY. 

***Then, again,’ continued “the Emperor, 
with eptbusiagm, ‘the rough-apd-ready man- 
ner in which your men jumped right into the 


Sight as soon a8 they reached the 
ground, not waiting for anything, but 
going at the enemy wherever he 


could be found, even though at the endofe 
long day's march. That was splendid.’ 

‘*In conclusion the Emperor paid a generous 
tribute to the devotion with which our troops 
fought until the number of dead almost 
equalled those left ta teliofthe victery won. 

‘‘Im all his varied eriticiems,’’ said Mr. 
Bigelow, ‘‘the Emperor made of our oper 
tions, there, was no trace of the perso 
vanity of our leaders. He mentionef -several 
while discussing our operationgy’ end I am 
ashamed to say thathe knew far more about 
their individual military agtlevements that I 
did. ‘You had two greay Generals,’ said the 
Emperor, ‘upon the nfederate side. whose 
careers | have reg& with mucb interest. I 
mean Lee and Briart. On the Northern side 
Sheridan was’ the General whose work asa 
cavalry off@er is of the greatest service to us. 
Your ca hiry operations, in my judgment, are 
the m remarkable feature of your great war, 
owing largely to the briliiancy of Semart and 
Bhériden. At the same time, continued 
Whe Emperor thoughtfully, ‘in spite of your 
example to the contrary, it seems gquestiona- 
ble to me whether you did not often incur too 
great arisk in giving detachments of troops 
more than two days’ march from the main 


body. Sheridan was. most eordialiy ap- 
precisted and admired¢ in Germany 
aod, of course, you remember how 


generously he was received at the headquar- 
ters of opt ermy during the war with France, 
Yes,’ he added, ‘I have read a strange letter, 
recently published, in which Sheridan was 
made to express himeclf ocontemptuously 
about the German troops, and I agree with 
youthat the letter was so unlixe anything 
that a great General would be likely to 
write that it might reasonably be classed as a 
forgery.’

THE EMPEROR'S HABITS. 

Mr. Bigelow here launched forth into praise 
of the soldierly qualities of the young Em- 
peror, based upon pergogal observation. He 
was asked, ‘‘Doesthe Emperor strike you as 
equal to the work he has to perform”’’ 

**Well,**’ wes the reply, ‘*that tg a hard 
question. I have seen at close quarters most 
of the rulers on European thrones and if I 
amany judge of featurcs and expression I 
shou)d say that Germany had an Emperor not 
only vastly superior mentally and pbysically 


to any one else in a “MIike  posi- 
tion, but with a training far more 
Valuable than that of any preceding 


ruler of Prussia or Germany. As tq his health, 
most of the stories told about him are 
generally inspired in England, and are pure 
fabrications. He is a taller man than the 
average of the crack regiment officers, He ts 


straight and square and well filled 
out with beef and muscle, His 
skin is tanned ‘by tne sun and 


heise in fact like Henry M. @tanley, a man 
famed for his athletic bulld and tough flesh, 
aswell as healthy expression. To-day the 
Emperor is one of the best rifie shots in the 
army, is a good swimmer and fencer, 
can poll @ good oar and oan ride 
across the country with any mas. 
In fact, I saw bim during maneuners take 
obstacles that several of his officers refused, 
and he did it with ease.’’

that the widew of Emperor Frederick is an 
English woman whose country people have 
been for many years hostile to Germany, and 
have ever been busy telling the Germans their 
defects and arging them to adopt English 
ways. No doubt she hag had the purest 
motives, but sot even Mrs. Cleveland 
could maintain her present popularity if she 
did little else beside criticising American in- 
stitutions and trying to make us copy some- 
one elec's Emperor, He has shown mar- 
velous tact In the steering of his course 


without accident, since the last ilj- 
mess of hig grandfather. I have i on 
unduéstionable authority, that when he 


reached San Remo at the time when his dy- 
ing grandfather sent him for newsoft Eim- 
peror Frederick’s condition, that his mother 
sought to prevent him from entering the 
bedroom of the royal patient, dreading that 
he came with a view to assuming the re- 
gency. 
HIS GRIP ON AFFAIRS. 

‘*The young Emperor possesses a powerful 
control over the business of his government. 
To begin with, William UJ. has an unusually 
bright wind, ia of quick understanding, bas a 
Gne sense of bumor and the dDuocyant epir- 
itg whieh comes of good animal beaith. 
On tep of that he has had ‘2 
thorough educationof the most democratic 
kind, such as no American boy would prob- 
ably gubmit to. life was simple 
and severe, everyth being dene to make 
him despise idle Iuzury and foster habits of 
work an4 study.’’ 

On ‘his way bome from Berlin Mr. Bigelow 
talked with Dr. Hipgpeter, the Emperor's 
He ig of the opinion thet the 
young Kaiser owes much to the fact that he had 
four years of hard achoo! life, of strict disci- 
pline, elbow to elbow with the average com- 
mon-sohool boy. Asaresrit he knows the 
people as thoroughly as any man in so high a 
position evercan. His training makes it easy 
for him to grasp problems which come up 
day by day for hig § solution, He 
has not been from childheod corrupted by 
courtiers and flatterers. 

‘*The Emperor knew all about the new 
American dynamite gun,'’ said Mr. Bigelow, 
‘‘and he described it as an air torpedo, which, 
I think, a capital definition.’’ 

Mr. Bigelow, with his wife and family, will 
sail for America tn the Ems.

CAUTIOUS GERMANS. 


Shrewd Diplomacy of Bismarck-—Stanley and 
Emin Bey.

ONDON, 8ep-

ruhe, have stimulated the Ultramontane party 
to more than their customary demonstrations, 
and caused the publication of a number of ru- 
mors regarding the future attitude of Germany 
towards the Pope. The following interview 
with an intimate friend of Herr von Schloezer 
furnishes the most trustworthy information 
concerning Germany’s Vatican policy that it is 
possibile at present to obtain, Seid the gentie- 
man: ‘‘The German Chancellor does not mind 
executing very sudden and abrupt evolutions 
if they suit him as an aliy of the Government. 
As the personal friend of M. Crispi, he cannot 
well be expected to adopt the Ultramontang 
ideas of his old antagonist, Dr. Windthorst, 
the ex-Hanoveran Minister, who still harps 
upon the return of the Geulphic house, of 
course always by peaceful means. 

TTALY BRLONGS TO ITALY, 

‘'M. Oriep', not so very long ago, said in the 
Italian Parliament amidst enthusiastic ap- 
plause: ‘Italyonly belongs to Italy herself, 
and she has only one chief, the King,’ It is 
simply absurd to imagine, and Dr. Wind- 
thorst and the Bishop of Fulda 
know this as well as anybody 
else, that the Italian pation will never allow a 
restoration of the temporal soy of the 
Pope, unless foreed to it through a war, in 
which Italy would be hopelessly defeated on 
its part. The German Government doesn’t 
dream of converting friends Into ehemies by 
dabbling in a Papal restoration scheme. A 
fact little known may here be stated, that 
upon the outbreak of war made by Napo- 
leon iI. againes 
& toee-up at the 
Emanuel whether the Italian army 
should make common cause with France.

ITALY NOT FRENCHY. 3 

Since the advent of King Humbert, it is 
right to add,ell proe-French leanings were 
banished from the Italian’ Court. The Ger- 
man victories enabled Italy on September 20, 
1870, to seize Rome. This fact made an im- 
pression on Victor Emanuel, but in «@ far 
higher degree on his son who has come toa 
thorough understanding with Germany. The 
two countries are pow firmly united. 

Willing as itig to show any amount of cere- 
monious politeness tq the Pope, the Berlin 
Government has not the slightest intention of 
favoring his political aspirations. The mere 
attempt todo so would break up an alliance 
which contributes to the maintenance of ghe 
peace of Europe. 

BISMARCK’S REPORT CRITICISED. 

Prinee Bismarek’s report to Emperor Will- 
jam respecting the recently pubjished extracts 
from Emperor Frederick's diary, especially 
that portion in whieh the German Chancellor 
pays that the Crown Prince Frederick did not 
share ip the diseusaion of the more intimate 
questions ef the poliey of the lgte Emperor 
William and himself, is severely gommented 
ppon by gs namber of the older students 
ef German history and by all the German 
Liberal newspapers. 

‘‘Itis only necessary,’’ they say, ‘‘to re- 
calla tew well known factstoshow that 
Prince Bismarck’s assertions must be taken 
with a considerable sprinkling of salt. Fred- 
erick III. and) Bismarck have always bad in 
common thelaspiration forGermany unity, 
which was alized in the late Emperor 
William’s re , but the confidence in the 
people and tiie aeceptance of the existing 
constitutional Zimitations which were pro- 
claimed in peror Frederick’s addresa, 
ented hia Hfe-long convic: 
at any time accorded, with 
, henee On questions of home 
rarely eonauited with Fred- 
erick. Prince Bismarck began his career as 
a reactionary ative. In one of his 
earlier speeches h@referred to the concessions 
that were made King Frederick William 
to the popular moygment of the time, in the 
remarkable ex ression thet ‘the Crown itself 
has thrown carth on its own coffin.’ 

‘‘He wus himself the leading spirit of that 
eonulct with Parliament whieh occupied the 
earlier yeara of the late Emperor William’s 
reign. His conduct toward the Literal oppo- 
sition for several years past ecanpot be mare 
accurately described than as that of a man 
who believed, oF professed to believe, that all 
whose opinions,differed from Bis own were 
traitors. He bas crushed and degraded, as 
much as he could, the Germaa Parliament and 
the Parliamentary Oonstitution of the 
Empire.’’ 

BISMARCK’S COURSE AGAINST FREDERICE. 

Ip all thie be wag undoubtedly moving coun- 
ter to the direct wishes of the Orews Prince 
Frederieks. ; 

In 1866 in speaking to a French jourpalist 
Count Bismarck described Frederick as ‘'by 
tendepey and education the man of parliq- 
mentary goyernment.’’ Although Bismarck 
did not discuss suck questions with Frederick, 
the Chancellor knew the late Emperor William 
frequentiy sought the counsels of his son. 
Frederick saw through the falievies that have 
led to many ofthe interna) troubles of Ger- 
many. He disapproved of that policy of com- 
mereial war which Prince Biamarek accepted

was too  ilarge- minded to approve 
of the detestabie system by 


which the German Chaeneellor hes tried to 
crush out of existence those political free- 
thinkers who haye for years been his only 
critics, But on many important occasions the 
Chancellor received in the conduct of the for- 
eign policy with whieh he is peculiarly iden- 
tified the powerful and generous support of 
the Graws Prince Frederick. Wher the con- 
flict with Austria came te @ bead Frederick 
even sooner than his father saw the truth of 
Bismarek’s view that the dispute must 
be ‘‘settled with blood and iron,’’ It was 
to Frederick's arguments that the Emperor 
William’s decision ip the matter was due, the 
resuit of which made % possible to defeat 
France avd bring about that unity of Ger- 
many whieh King William effected and for 
which the Emperor Frederick gave Bismarck 
credif, but which was im fact an ideal kept 
alive and nogprished between 1416 and 1866 
maloly by those whose political complexion 
was Liberal. Those early Liberals undoubt- 
ediy created the spiritual atmesvhere from 
which Bismarek’s policy was drawn.

THE WORM SQUIRMS. 

Ever since the disestablighment of the 
Church of Ireland the Welsh have 
asked for a similiar relief from tribute 
to achurch, which an overwhelming propor- 
tion of them hate or are indiffer- 
ent to. The Episcopal clergy there think 
that the evil times jong foretold are surely 
upon them since the quarter of Britain, 
hitherto sq geoile, has revolted against the 
domination of a system which the people 
there have come to consider, and do not 
hesitate to proclaim, a robbery. There is ne 
doubtthes the Welsh wiligoa very far, per- 
haps too far, in their efforts to bring home te 
the English mind that they have concluded te 
bave nothing further to do with the Eatab- 
lished Church and ta endure every penalty 
which the law can inflict before giving 
support to it.

With telescopes of 
moderate power cer- 
tain most interesting 

and important discoveries have been made. 
And it is certain that more powerful tele- 
scopes can never make discoveries quite so 
important in themselves, any more. than the 
telescope could discover anything quite so 
important and interesting as what the naked 
eye had siready discovered—as for in- 
stance the sun and moon, and the five 
planets, Mercury, Venus, Mars, Jupiter 
and Saturn. The weaker the  tele- 
scopes first constructed, the more im- 
portant the discoveries they could effect—for 
the simple reason that unless some celestial 
object, beyond the range of ordinary vision, 
were important and therefore conspicuous, a 
weak telescepe would have no chance of dis- 
covering it at all. And pursuing the thoughts 
thus suggested we perceive the greater the 
zeal with which the teleseopes before con- 
structed had been directed to the study of the 
heavens, the less of very striking interest 
and important remained to be done by larger 
telescopes subsequently constructed. 

Yet it is certain that the world of science 
hadaright to expect from the larger tele- 
scopes work which would at least justify the 
expense and labor devoted to their constrac- 
tion, to say nothing of the salaries paid to ob- 
servers charged with the superintendence of 
their employment. 

THE ADVANTAGES 

which large telescopes possess over smaller 
ones are not always rightly understood. 
Everything is supposed to depend on the size 
of the glass or mirror and the length of the 
tube In which the glass ormirror is set, the 
fact being that although magnification and I!- 
lumination depend on the telescope’s size 
what is rendered actually discernible depends 
on other qualities, in such sort that the lar- 
gest telescopes the world has yet known have 
shown less than some of inferior size but bet- 
ter optical qualities. 

The telescopic object-giass, reaily a double 
glass formed of two lenses in close contact,one 
made of crown-glass and the other of flint- 
giass, forms an image of the object to which it 
is directed at a certain distance (called the 
focal distance) from the glass; the eye-glass, 
also double (but the two lenses are not in con- 
tact) is in itself a microscope by which this 
image is examined. Now, the image thus 
formed is not perfect even if the object- 
giass is perfect (and some of the object- 
glasses made by the late Alvan Clark and his 
two sons were as nearly perfect as could well 
be). The. image, for instance, of a star, which 
should be‘ point, is a disk, with several rings 
round it.
